BRAINBOX David Penfold reck- 
ons he has solved the world’s 
energy crisis by finding a new 
fuel - Cadbury’s Caramel. 

The scientist has devoted six years of 
his life to the hunt for alternative power 
sources — and came up with chocolate. 

He has run an electric fan for 15 hours on 
eight Cadbury bars and claims his astonish- 
ing experiment could revolutionise power 
for homes, businesses and even cars. 


David, 28, mixed melted caramel bars with 
bacteria to create hydrogen gas – which in 
turn can easily be used to create electricity. 

He began his project while studying for a 
PhD at Birmingham University and plans 
to pioneer mini-household generators that 
run on out-of-date chocolate bars. 

The sweet-toothed scientist admitted that 
his only problem is stopping himself from 
breaking off to nibble on the raw material. 

David said: “Chocolate is a great energy

“In science you are always looking to 
improve and I accomplished what I set out 
to do. It may seem like a waste but with glob- 
al warming we must think of the future. 

“Tm always eating chocolate, particularly 
Cadbury’s Caramel, but as much as I would 
like to tuck in, after a few hours in the lab it 
doesn’t appeal so much... 
and it is also against 
Health and Safety!” 

After finishing his PhD 
in 2004, David has pursued 
his dream of one day 
powering all cars and 
homes on his “choco-fuel’”’. 


Habits 


He added: “I will have to 
alter the process to use a 
continuous feed into the 
fermenter. 

“But in 10 years Га like to 
see people using chocolate 
to provide some of their 
own energy needs. 

“People must be open to 
change – we’re now seeing 
hybrid cars on the market 
— but people still want to 
use petrol. The hardest 
thing is trying to change 
people’s views and habits.”
